G.S.R, 840. — In exercise of the powers conferred by the 
Proviso to article 309 of the Constitution, the President hereby 
makes the following rules regulating the method of recruit- 
ment to the post of Senior Assistants (Architectural Depart- 
ment) under the Central Publio Works Department (Central 
Office), Namely : — 

1, Short title and commencement. — (1) These rules may 
be called the Central Public Works Department (Central Office) 
Senior Assistants (Architectural Department) Recruitment 
Rules, 1981. 

(2) They shall come into force on the date of their publica- 
tion in the Official Gazette. 

2. Number, classification and scale of pay. — The number 
of the said post, its classification and scale of pay attached 
thereto shall be as specified in columns 2 to 4 of the Schedule 
hereunder. 


3, Method of recruitment, age limit, qualifications, etc. — • 

(1) Initial constitution : — The regular holder of the Group ‘C’ 
Post of Senior Assistant (Architectural Department) earlier 
designated as Assistant (Chief) shall be deemed to have been 
appointed to the said post of Senior Assistant (Architectural 
Department) upgraded as Group 'B‘ (non-gazetted) In the 
scale of Rs, 700-900 in accordance with sub-rule (2) of this 
rule. a 

(2) Future maintenance. — The method of recruitment to 
the said post, age limit, qualifications and other matters con- 
nected therewith shall be as specified in columns 5 to 13 of 
the Schedule aforesaid. 

4. Disqualifications. — No person — 

(a) who has entered into or contracted! a marriage with 
a person having a spouse living, or 

(b) who, having a spouse living has entered into or 
contracted a marriage with any person, 

shall be eligible for appointment to the said post , 
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Provided that the Central Government may, if satisfied, that 
such marriage is permissible under the Personal Law applicable 
to such person and the other party to the marriage and there 
are other grounds for so doing, exempt any person from the 
operation of this rule. 

5, Power to relax, — Where the Central Government Is ot 
opinion that' it is hecessary or expedient so to do. It may, 
by order for reasons to be le corded in writing and in consulta- 
tion with the Union Public .Service Commission, relax any of 


the provisions of these rule* with respect to any class or cate- 
gory of persons. 

6. Saving. — Nothing in these rules shall affect reservations, 
relaxation of age limit and other concessions required to be 
provided for the Scheduled Castes, the Scheduled Tribes and 
other special categories of persons in accordance with the 
orders Issued by the Central Government from lime to time 
in this regard.

— The following draft of certain rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 19J5, which

1. These rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulte- 
ration (Amendment) Rules, 1981.

"(L)— CURRY POWDER AND MASALA— Every pack- 
age of curry-powder and mived masala shall bear a label speci- 
fying the ingredients of the products in descending order of 
composition by weight. If mixed masala is fried in oil, it shall

G.S.R 837. — The following draft of certain rules further to 
amend the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, which 
the Central Government proposes to make, in exercise of the 
powers conferred by sub-section (1) of section 23 of the Preven- 
tion of Food Adulteration Act, 1954 (37 of 1954) after consulta- 
tion with the Central Committee for Food Standards is hereby 
published, as required by the said sub-section, for the informa- 
tion of all persons likely to be affected thereby, and notice is 
hereby given that the said draft rules will be taken into consi- 
deration on or after the expiry of ninety days from the date of 
publication of this notification in the Gazette. 

Any objections or suggestions which may be received from 
any person with respect to the said draft rules before the expiry 
of the period so specified, will be considered by the Cenlral 
Government. 
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DRAFT RULES 

1 . Thes e rules may be called the Prevention of Food Adulte- 
ration (Amendment) Rules, 1981. 

2. In the Prevention of Food Adulteration Rules, 1955, 
(hereinafter referred to as the said rules), in rule 42, for sub-

“(L)— CURRY POWDER AND MASALA— Every pack- 
age of curry-powder and mixed masala shall boat a label speci- 
fying the ingredients of the products in descending order fof 
composition by weight. If mixed masala is fried in oil, it shall 
bear the following label ; —

The pro- 
portion of extraneous matter shall not exceed five per 
cent by weight out of which the proportion of organic 
and inorganic material shall not exceed three per cent 
and two per cent, respectively. 

Tho names of the spices contained in the mixture shall be in- 
dicated on the label in descending order of composition. 

A.05. 21.02.— Mixed Masala (powder) means the powder 
obtained by grinding clean, dried and sound spices and aromatic 
herbs, dried fruits and/or vegetables, oilseeds, garlic, ginger, 
poppyseeds and curry leaves.

3. Crude Fibre Not more than 15 per cent by weight, 

on dry basis. 

4. Lead Not more than 10 part per million

The ingredient contained in the mixed masala shall be de- 
clared on the label in the descending order of composition. 
The name of the edible oil, which has been added or in which 
the product has been fried shall also be mentioned on the label 
laid under sub-rule (L) Of rule 42. 


A.05-21.03— Garam Masala (Powder) means the powder 
obtained by grinding clean, dried and sound aromatic herbs 
and spices only. It shall not contain fruits or vegetables, 
fresh or dry) added starch or edible common salt, the powder 
shall be free from dirt, mould growth and insect infestation. 
It shall be free from added colouring matter and preservatives 
The ingredients used in the product shall be mentioned on the 
label in descending order of composition. It shall also conform 
to the following standards:— 


1. Moisture Not more than 14 per cent. 

2. Volatile oil extract Not less than 0.5 per cent volume/
